10 inches apart in the center of 
the­door,­between­the­glass­and­ 
weather­stripping. 
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12.­Lower­the­tool­into­the­opening­far­enough­to­pass­the­bottom­ 
of the window. 


13. Turn the tool handle clockwise, or inward, and remove 
the­wedges­to­take­pressure­off­the­window.­Pull­up­on­the­ 
tool to enter the inside of the vehicle.
